Claims of Belgium For Reparations 
Priority Led to Understanding 
Between the “Big 3”. 


Washington.—President Wilson is 
expected to recommend to congress 
nefore he leaves cifice that authority 
be granted for the United States to 
accept German bonds to be applied 
against the debt that Belgium owes 
America, it was learnec at the state 
lepartment. 

While the United States is not com- 
mitted to any ugreement, it was ex- 
plained there was an understanding 
reached at the Paris peace conference 
that such recommendations should be 
made to the legislative bodies of Eng- 
land, France and the United States. 
lt was incident to the claims of Bel 
zium for priority in reparations and 
was agreed to by representatives of 
the three great powers as a practic 
ible means for an immediate lighten- 
ing of Belgium’s financial burden. 


HARDING NAMES H. DAUGHERTY 


Ohioan. Chosen for Attorney General; 
Harmonious Cabinet Promised. 


St. Augustine, Fla—President-elect 
Harding announted definitely his deci 
sion to appoint Harry M. Daugherty. 
of Ohio, ‘to the attorney-generalshir 


and at the same time laid down in 
pointed fashion the public and politi. 
cal considerations on which he. is 
building jis cabinet. 

Speaking of the cabinet generally. 
Mr. Harding declared three broad 
principles were guiding his selections. 
The first quality of au ideal cabinet, 
he said, was a capacity for efficient 
public service, while the second was 
an ability to command popular sup 


port, and the third must grow out ot 
natural and proper political considera- 
tion. : 

“This is going to be a harmonious 
cabinet,” continued the president 
elect. “You can count on that. And 
you may be sure that it will be a cab- 
inet of which the whole country can 
be proud.” 


INMATES AT IONIA SEGREGATED 


Infected Are Kept Apart, As Also 
Young and Old Prisoners. 


Lansing —A system of segregation. 
ordered several days ago, designed to 
separate all prisoners suffering from 
social or infectious diseases and to 
keep old prisoners apart from youths, 
is now functioning at the lonia re- 
formatory, Dr. R. M. Olin of the state 
health department, announced. 

The interior of the institution, ac- 
cording to Dr. Olin, has been renov- 
ated and steps have been taken to 
elevate the morale of the inmates. 
By the end of the week it is expected 
that the segregation of inmates will 
be complete and thereafter it is plan- 
ned to isolate every new inmate for 
at least 14 days. 

According to Acting Warden Marsh 
all indus‘ries of the institution, are 
now operating full time and approach- 
ing normal production. 


LABOR MEETTO CONSIDER POLICY 


Closed Shop and Unemployment 
Taken Up By Conference. 


Washington.—The executive council 
of the American Federation of Labor 
met here Tuesday, preliminary to 
opening the conference of heads of 
109 national and international labor 
unions, called by Samuel Gompers to 
consider a “national policy” jn con- 
nection with the present industrial 
situation. 

Means of conducting an organized 
campaign against general institution of 
the “open shop” will be the chief con- 
sideration of the council, according to 
Frank Morrison, secretary of the fed- 
eration and a member of the execu- 
tive council. 

Wage reductions proposed in or- 
ganized industries and recent devel- 
opment of anti-strike and compulsory 
arbitration are subsidiary proposi- 
tlons to be considered by the labor 
heads.

proper methods. You must have en- 
thusiasm, for no one can make a real 
success of any sport unless he is 
greatly interested in it. -° 

No man is born with rifle shooting 
ability, and there is no cut ‘to efficien- 
ey. Expertness can be obtained by 
constant practice of the right kind. 

Assuming that you have just pur- 
chased a new rifle and have a keen 
desire to gain the ability to shoot it 
accurately. The first step is to learn 
how to hold it. The butt plate should 
rest squarely. against the shoulder in 
such a position that placing the cheek 
against the rifie stock will bring the 
sights into line. While the rifle 
should be held against the shoulder 
with reasonable firmness, it is not 
necessary to set every muscle so 
tensely that trembling occurs. 

After. you practice the placing 
to your shoulder so often that it be- 


comes easy and natural, practice 
throwing it to your shoulder and 
sighting on a small black spot on the 
wall. If you are using open sight, 
the front sight should be centered in 
the notch of rear sight and top of the 
front sight level with the top of the 
notch. It is a mistake to sight with 
the top of the front sight at the very 
bottom of the notch, as it is very dii- 
ficult to sight the same way twice if 
this method of lining up the si;hts 
is used. 

If you are using a rear peep sight 
it will not be necessary to worry as 
to whether the front sight is centered 
in the peep, as the eye naturally cen- 
ters the front sight. 

After you have practiced lining up 
the sights with a mark on the wall, 
until you can do it easily and quickly 
every time, the next step is to make 
sure that the rifle is not loaded, and 
with an empty shell in the chamber 
;or a piece of rubber underneath the 
‘hammer—if the rifle is not of a 
hammerless type—practice placing 
your gun to your shoulder, lining up 
the sights and snapping the hammer. 
You will find upon your first attempt 
to snap the hammer that the sights 
move out of line just as you pull the 
trigger. 

This will be due to a sudden yank 
on the trigger. To avoid this, care- 
' fully increase the pressure each time 
the sights waver into line until fin- 
‘ally the pressure becomes great 
enough to release the hammer. ,Keep 
at it until you can release the *ham- 
;mer without any. appreciable effect 
upon your aim, striving always to 
! keep your sights lined up for at least 
j half a second after you have pulled 
: the trigger. 

After you have mastered pulling 
the trigger without disturbing the 
sighting, set up a target and hegin 
' regular practice in actual shooting. 
| If you have really solved the problem 
of pulling the trigger properly, you 
| will find that even your very first 
‘actual shooting will be reasonably 
good, for squeezing the trigger prop- 
‘erly without flinching is exceedingly 
! important, 

Practice regularly, but do not shoot 
so many shots at any one practice 
| period that you become tired or care- 
‘less, for the shots that help you are 
‘the ones in which the most concen- 
‘trated effort is made to get accuracy.

Tax On Forelgn Securities Proposed; 
Movie Censorship Bill Itroduced 
By Senator Smith. 


Lansing.—With the prospect that 
the ‘federal government may spend! 
$6,000,000 in Michigan during the next 
year on highway construction, the: 
house committee ou roads and bridges 
has taken action tu systematize the; 
Btate’s highway construction methods. 

The first step in this direction is in 
the form of an amendment to the 
state highway act which deprives 
counties of the right to dissolve them- 
selves into township units for the pur- 
pose of road building. The amend- 
ment has been reported out of the; 
committee with the recommendation 
that it be passed. 


County Unit More Efficient. 


“When the state and federal gov-! 
ernmeuts are spending vast sums for: 
highway construction, the county is} 
the smallest unit in the state which: 
ean function efficiently for road build-| 
ing purposes,” said Rep. Charles} 
Evans, chairman of the committee on 
roads and bridges. 

“It is manifestly unfair to permit! 
one small township to block the work! 
of a road across a county by refusing! 
to co-operate with its neighbors. That | 
bas been the experience, however, 
when townships built their own roads, 
The system has never been success 
ful and after one or two years’ try out: 
the counties which went to the town-! 
ship system have returned to the, 
larger unit.” i 

Michigan is now entitled to $3,000,- 
000 in federal aid for highway con-; 
struction and if a bill now before con-! 
gress goes through will receive an: 
additional $3,000,000, all of which, 
would be available for road work for 
the year beginning July. 1, 1921. i

family schedule and Mrs. Wife might 
get time and a half overtime, whie 
falling off a step ladder when dust 
ing grandmother's pieture would be 
good for at least a week's extra pay. 

It is rather too bad that this shou'd 
be the first measure to have been of- 
fered by one of the two women repre 
sentatives in the Kansas state lesis- 
lature, because every first step taker 
by women in politics is going to be 
scrutinized by critical eyes and con- 
sidered typical. ; 

In spite of the fact that there is 
no end of injustice done to some wo- 
men in the home who are never fair- 
ly compensated for their never-en:- 
ing household labors, such a measure 
as this is anything but typical of the 
attitude of the average woman. 

Trying to pay for loyalty is a 
pretty difficult proposition, and if 
marriage isn’t loyalty, we might as 
well be done with the whole business 
and Jet the family go by the boards. 

Incidentally, it’s a poor rule that 
won’t work both ways, and the hus- 
band who is only an employer will 
find small reason for paving alimonv. 
for giving his wife her dower interest 
in his estate or for granting any other 
of the advantages which the law now 
gives to the woman in the marriage 
contract. 

Probably some elaring instance of 
injustice promnted this Kansas wo- 
man to come before the legislature 
of her state with so fantastic a 
scheme. But it is tao bad that she

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DOINGS OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


Legislative halls and committee 


rooms have been the scene of much{ 


activity on the part of the Jaw mak- 
ers during the past week. While on- 
ly about half as many bills were in- 
troduced us during the previous week, 
the committees of the two Houses 
have been taking up in detail the 230 
bills which have beeh referred to 
them. 2 

The desire of these committees to 
give the most careful consideration to 
the varivuus measures before them is 
evidenced by the number of . public 
hearings being held on controversial 
matters. While many bills will, no 
doubt, die in the pigeon holes of the 
various legislative committees, sev- 
eral measures have already been re- 
ported out and are receiving consid- 
eration in the Committee of the 
Whole of each branch of the Legisla- 
ture. 

General interest on the part of the 
people of the state in the legislation 
being considered by the present sea- 
sion is manifest in the presentation 
of some 120 lengthy petitions for or 
against various measures, The State 
Constabulary, the teachers’ retire- 
ment fund, censorship of motion pic- 
tures, and capital punishment are 
the subjects most numerous among 
these petitions. A majority of the 
petitions relative to the State Con- 
stabulary are favorable to its reten- 
tion. 

The joint committee of the two 
Houses eMpowered to investigate the 
activities of the Michigan Commun- 
ity Council Commission, especially 
with reference to the disposition of 
the Michigan Patriotic Fund, has 
made a preliminary survey of the 
situation and announces that the for- 
mal investigation will start Monday, 
February 14. 

Conditions discovered at Tonia and 
other State penal institutions have 
led Sen» Smith of Detroit, chairman 
of the Senate Committee on Penal 
Institutions to introduce a bill: to pre- 
vent the infliction of all cruel and 
heartless punishments in the state 
penal institutions. This bill specifi- 
cally prohibits the use of the ‘water 
cure,” “bread and water diet,” the 
use of the “circular door,” hanging 
by the wrists, incarceration in dun- 
geons, Wlipping, floggirg, or any 
other form of cruel physical restraint 
or corporal punishment. The bill 
provides that the warden must keep 
a comp'ete record of all punishments 
imposed. 

Additional evidence of the determ- 
ination of the legislators not to have 
their activities hampered in any way 
by the vicious activities of undesir- 
able lobbyists was disclosed when Sen. 
McRae of Alcona introduced a_ bill 
defining “legislative counsel, and 
agents” and requiring them to ‘obtain 
licenses from the Secretary of State. 

Probably the most important, and 
certainly the must bulky bill intro- 
duced during the week was the meas- 
ure pfoviding for the recodification 
of some 95 antiquated and inadequate 
statutes relative to incorporation and 
the enactment of one complete. and 
inclusive corporation law. The 113 
page bill was drafted by the Attorney 


General’s office and introduced by 
Rep. Lord of Detroft. 
Buyers of wearing apparel and 


similar articles in Michigan would 
know what they are getting, if a bill 
introduced by Rep. Henze of Dickin- 
son should become a_ law. This 
measure is a sort of “state edition” 
of the proposed federal “Truth-in-Fa- 
brie” law and would provide that all 
cloth or clothing offered for sale in 
this state shall bear a label stating 
the amount of wool, cotton, silk, shod- 
dy. or other materials contained 
therein, specified by weight in pounds, 
ounces, or fractional parts thereof. 
All fur garments would be required 
to have a label showing the kind of 
fur; and leather or rubber goods 
would have to be labeled to show 
whether or not they contained susti- 
tutes. A penalty of $60 to $500 or 
10 to £0 days in jail would be provid- 
od, 

Better facilities for the education 
of rural students are being sought by 
the present session of the Legisla- 
ture. Sen. Amon’s bill relative to the 
consolidation of rural schools was 
eonsidered favorably by the Commit- 
‘ce of the Whole of the Senate and 
‘s up for third reading by that body. 
Rep. Rowe of Hillsdale introduced a 
bill to make it compulsory for school 
districts sending pupils to high school 
outside of said district to pay up to 
$50 tuition for each student, instead 
af S25, as required at present. 

Tvo marriage bills introduced dur- 
ing the past week. The first of these 
bills would require that a man must 
obtain a certificate from a duly li- 
eensed physician showing that he is 
free from venereal diseases before he 
can secure a marriage license. The 
other bill would prohibit the marriage 
of any girl under 16 years of age. 
A bill providing for the State Admin- 
istrative Board passed the Senate by 
a vote of 25 to 0. The State Affairs 
Committee of the House, to whom it 
was referred by that body, has re- 
ported it favorably. 

The main appropriation bill intro- 
duced during the week was one pro- 
viding $1.000,000 for the completion 


of the State Office Building. The 
Senate finance and appropriations 
committee raised the figure to 
$1.140,000. : 

The interests of sheep owners 


came in for considerable considera- 
tion by the solons during the past 
week. A_ bill introduuced by Sen. 
Wood of Detroit would give any per- 
son the right to kill a dog seen wor- 
ryipg livestock or in pursuit of any 
person. The bill introduced by Rep. 
Read of Kalamazoo which would pro- 
hibit bringing diseased sheep into the 
state and would require all sheep 
coming in between March 31st and 
Oct. Ist to he dipped under govern- 
ment supervision, ynless specifically 
excented by the written permission 
of the Commissioner of Animal In- 
dustry or State Veterinarian, passed 
the House by a vote of 87 to 0. 
Measures which would remove the 
restrictions to successive’ tenure of 
the offices of sheriff and county treas- 
urer were introduced in the House. 
Farm Bureau Service.
